a child he said, "There are two things we do here at this 
stand.

"sells off every inch, they stand to profit to the tune of 
nearly $25 million. 

Not bad for an initial investment of just $1,500. 

After placing a call to the Rochester Assessors 
office, it was confirmed that American Acres, Inc. does, in 
fact, own a 1.10-acre parcel of land in Rochester located 
off Walnut Plain Road, with access along a 60-foot right- 
of-way on Estabrook Way. The parcel is listed as Lot 16D 
on Map 24. 

While it may seem a bit unorthodox and unusual 
to to divvy up a one-acre parcel into over six million one- 
inch pieces, it is completely legal. 

According to Scott Moger, CEO of the Manhattan- 
based American Acres, Inc., he was inspired to embark on 
what has become a 30-year novelty venture after finding a 
similar promotional item from his childhood. 

'T remembered that when I was a kid Quaker 
Oats had a promotion that gave away deeds to square 
inches of property in the Yukon,'' Mr. Moger said. "My 
parents were moving from New York to Florida and we 
were cleaning out everything and I found my deed. I re- 
membered how exciting it was for me as a kid. I did some 
research and found it was one of the most successful sales 
promotions ever created in the United States. The day 
they announced the promotion, some 20 million cereal 
boxes moved off the shelves." 

With that in mind, Mr. Moger struck on the idea 
of purchasing at least one acre of land in each of the 50 
United States and then offering them — one inch at a time 
— in a similar marketing promotion. Once he amassed the 
requisite 50 acres, more or less, he set out to sell his idea 
to other companies. 

"I tried selling it the old-fashioned way around 
1992," Mr. Moger said. "I thought it would be a great 
promotion. That's why I put it together. I didn't hit a

home run, but I came close. Cracker Jack was very inter- 
ested in putting a little deed inside every box, but that fell 
through. So I decided to put the idea aside for a while. 
When the internet started booming, I thought that would 
be the ideal way to sell this idea. I set up the website 
about two years ago and it's been doing very well ever 
since.'' 

As if to stress the clear novelty of the notion, Mr. 
Moger notes how he tries to make light of the item on his 
website. Among the property restrictions listed under the 
"Frequently Asked Questions" section of the site is this 
disclaimer: 

You cannot live on the land {hard to believe, huh?). 
You cannot make any improvements to, or develop the parcels.

You must allow rights of ingress and egress over the parcels 
and very importantly, the deeds cannot he sold by the owner for 
a profit and owner shall not receive any income or derive any 
other financial benefits whatsoever from the parcels or any or all 
portions of the property. 

"Most people are pleased to know they don't 
have any financial obligations — it's clearly a novelty 
item/' Mr. Moger said. "I do get questions quite a bit. I try 
to keep it light and make sure everyone knows it's light. 
I'd say 90 percent of the people who hear about it love it. 
Then there's 10 percent of the people who seriously ask: 
'Why would anyone buy a one-inch piece of land?' Most 
people buy the deed to all 50 states. It's a bigger novelty 
to own." 

Noting that American Acres, Inc. retains the full 
ownership of the overall parcel and, in turn, is responsible 
for paying all property taxes — which Mr. Moger claimed 
was his biggest expense — he still thinks offering deeded 
one-inch portions is a great and unique novelty idea ... not 
unlike the recent push to have a star named in someone's 
honor. 

Of course, those thinking about spending $19.95 
to buy the deed for all 50 states in an effort to give them 
the chance to vote 50 times for either McCain or Obama in 
the upcoming presidential election will be disappointed 
to learn that ownership of a one-inch undeveloped piece 
of land does not come with any voting rights.

Criminals Caught 
Rochester Police Apprehend Suspects 

On Tuesday, August 26 at 1:23 pm, Rochester 
Police received a call from an alarm monitoring company 
reporting an alarm activation for a home on Braley Hill 
Road in the 200 block. Moments later, police received a 
911 call from a neighbor who heard the alarm and wit- 
nessed a white Dodge pickup truck fleeing from the scene 
of the alarm. 

Rochester dispatchers immediately notified the 
surrounding communities to be on the look out for the 
white truck. A short time later, Freetown Police Sergeant 
Scott Rose and Officer Michael Connell stopped a vehicle 
matching the description.

Rochester Police Officers Robert Small and Ser- 
geant James Wassmouth responded to the alarm location 
and found that a break-in had occurred.

Henry. Also present were Selectman Roger Blanchette, 
Selectman Stephen Cushing, Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson and Secretary Helene Craver. 

The board first approved the minutes of the Au- 
gust 19 meeting, and then met with Leonard Cook at 7:05 
pm to discuss the town possibly adopting the Community 
Rating System. 

"Mr. Cook is here tonight to discuss the Commu- 
nity Rating System (CRS), which could realize savings to 
the town itself and its residents,'' Mr. Dawson said, noting 
it would impact insurance rate premiums for both the 
town and individual residents. 

"The Community Rating System was established 
by FEMA in 1994 to help communities lower their NFIP 
premiums," Mr. Cook said. "A lot of it is record-keeping 
... but it's a way for everyone to gain a discount on the 
NFIP premiums. I couldn't do it for Marion, because I am 
indirectly connected with one of the businesses." 

Mr. Cook said the typical savings could be 
anywhere from $400 to $800 annually, depending on a 
property's proximity to the water and if they are located 
within the flood zones established by FEMA. 

In order to enroll in the CRS program, Mr. Cook 
said the town needs to file an application with FEMA and 
commit to four areas of activities including: public infor- 
mation; mapping and regulations; flood damage reduc- 
tion; and flood preparedness. 

"I think this is very timely and it's sort of a no- 
brainer to do, in my mind, and I think it will benefit the 
town and the taxpayers by dropping flood insurance rates 
across-the-board," said Building Commissioner Richard 
Marx. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to adopt 
the Community Rating System (CRS) for the Town of

Marion, with Building Commissioner Marx serving as 
point person. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with members of the 
Alternative Energy Committee to discuss a proposal to 
erect a MET Tower on Great Hill in Marion. 

"As you know we have had an initiative under- 
way with a MET Tower at ORR High School/' said com- 
mittee member David Pierce. 'Tt was much to our chagrin 
that the wind speeds there averaged just a little over 11 
miles per hour. In order to qualify for a wind turbine, it 
needs to be at least 14 miles per hour at that elevation.'' 

Working with the Stone family of Marion, who 
own the Great Hill property, the committee is now look- 
ing to erect a MET Tower at that location to gather similar 
data and determine the viability of a wind turbine on that 
site. 

"The purpose of a MET Tower is simply to dis- 
cover what our wind resources are, and if there's cause to 
put a wind turbine at a given location," said committee 
member Bill Saltonstall. "We think Great Hill is a perfect 
location — probably better than the one at the high school

Inside versus outside cats 

I have a new kitten and I am trying to decide whether to let 
him out or to keep him as an inside cat. Any thoughts? 
Cats that go outside are exposed to a multitude of dan- 
gers. These include cat fights, cars, coyotes, ticks and 
fleas, heartworms and infectious diseases such as feline 
leukemia virus and feline AIDS. 

What can I do to protect my cat if I decide to let him out? 
Cars, coyotes. Feline AIDS and other cats are best 
avoided by leaving your cat inside. Ticks and fleas can 
be controlled by applying Frontline Top Spot once a 
month. Heartworms can be prevented by using Heart- 
gard monthly and the risk of Feline Leukemia virus can 
be minimized through vaccination.

— and it will take about a year for us to gather data to 
make that determination/' 

"My feeling is as fuel prices continue to spike, 
it has to make more sense to look at all sites, including 
ORR,'' Mr. Pierce said. "We would be looking at possibly 
two wind turbines at Great Hill." 

The board unanimously authorized the Town 
Administrator to sign a Memorandum of Understanding 
(MOU) to install the MET Tower at Great Hill as pro- 
posed. 

Under Action Items, the board considered the 
purchase of a 1.3-acre parcel of land currently owned by 
the Hermitage Trust for a price not to exceed $225,000. 
This parcel is adjacent to the existing Little Neck Village 
property and would be used for the planned expansion 
and renovation of the housing complex. The actual pur- 
chase would require approval at the Special Town Meet- 
ing scheduled for later this month. 

"It is being purchased by the Town of Marion 
and not the Marion Affordable Housing Trust, because it 
is classified as forestry land," Mr. Dawson noted. "That 
would have to be resolved at Town Meeting ... and details 
are still being negotiated between the sellers and Town 
Counsel." 

On a related matter, Mr. Dawson noted that E.A. 
Fish has filed an application with the Department of 
Housing and Community Development (DHCD) to waive 
the 30-day review period for the Little Neck Village proj- 
ect in order to be able to meet the October 30 application 
deadline for funding. 

"It might be good to take a vote tonight and have 
the chairman sign a letter to DHCD in support of the proj- 
ect," Mr. Dawson added, to which the board unanimously 
concurred.

recommendation from current Chairman Reg Foster: Rick 
Barnes, Jack Beck, Eric Coble, Chris Collings, Sis Durkee, 
Gerry Thornell, Anthony Ucci and Rob Dolan. Mr. Foster, 
himself, will not seek reappointment and Chris Collings 
has agreed to assume the chairmanship in his absence. 

Mr. Dawson next noted the board needs to des- 
ignate a handicapped parking space on Water Street for 
the Beverly Yacht Club. This request has been sanctioned 
by Police Chief Lincoln Miller. The board approved the 
designation as requested. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson first provided the board with an update on the 
Marion Police Station Building project. ''Due to a techni- 
cal error, we are rebidding the Police Station Owner's 
Project Manager,'' he said. "The reason for the rebid is the 
solicitation was not posted in the state's Central Register, 
which is a requirement. It is being rebid as we speak." 

As for the ongoing Village Loop sewer project, 
Mr. Dawson noted they will resume work this month, but 
the contractor has been advised to not work during the 
state primary election on Tuesday, September 16. "We 
did have a preconstruction meeting on August 15," Mr. 
Dawson said. "We were advised that the communication 
between the town, the DPW and the contractor has been 
quite good ... and the problems have been extremely mini- 
mal." 

Mr. Dawson noted a leak was sprung near the 
intersection of Park Street and Main Street and they are 
working this week to rectify that problem. 

Lastly, Mr. Dawson reported that he attended 
the Annual Town Party held on Sunday night, August 31 
on the block in front of the Marion Town House. "They 
did just a wonderful job and everyone had an enjoyable 
evening," Mr. Dawson said. "A tip of the hat to the VFW 
and all the volunteers." 

In other matters, the board received: 

• A copy of a letter from the Buzzards Bay 
Regatta (BBR) to Harbormaster Michael Cormier regard- 
ing some problems with this past year's BBR event.

"D'' soils are not made to absorb and treat the volume of sewer 
water we generate today. The wastewater we put into the Neck, 
that ultimately finds its way to the Bay, is substantial. Some of 
that water avoids treatment altogether thanks to silently failed 
systems. 

In 1994 the Massachusetts Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection (DEP) adopted new standards for on-site sewage 
disposal systems (Title V). This was the beginning of the new 
Massachusetts Mound Builders. Homeowners went into shock 
when they realized the cost, hardship and property degrada- 
tion that the Title V changes forced upon them when they went 
to sell or improve their homes. Elevated systems, built high 
enough to avoid groundwater, became commonplace as a work- 
around to the new state code regulations. Spending $30,000 or 
more is now standard practice for septic ''repairs'' in difficult 
areas. And, these ceremonial mounds have not been in place for 
the 20 to 30 years their predecessors may have functioned for. 
Many will fail prematurely without delicate treatment because 
of their elevated condition. 

Some on the Neck have new systems and don't want 
to face the burden of a cost perceived as completely unneces- 
sary. Others feel that whatever has been perking beneath their 
lawn for twenty to thirty or more years will be there for an equal 
duration — so why bite? No one, myself included, wants to pay 
for the Neck to be sewered; it's not like paying for a new garage 
or an addition that you can look at every day an justify the cost.

Once installed, nobody with a house on the Neck now will be 
forced into a surprise, mid-winter sewer "repair" (repair sounds 
good but is nearly always means a whole new system) with an

To the Editor: 

As an emergency physician, I treat patients suffering 
from gastroenteritis all too often. I regularly see the nausea, 
vomiting and diarrhea of the viral type ''stomach flu'' and, even 
worse, bacterial dysentery, which includes all of the above plus 
abdominal pain, fever and bloody diarrhea. 

As a student of medicine, I have learned the uncomfort- 
able fact that people get these illnesses from actually ingesting 
the viruses and bacteria that are shed from the sick person when 
they use the bathroom. That is why hand washing is so often 
stressed in the health care setting. 

As a resident of Mattapoisett Neck, I know that the 
runoff from non-Title V septic systems drains into the ground 
around our wells and from there into Buzzards Bay, as evi- 
denced by the regular closing of beaches after heavy rains and 
the persistent closing of shell fishing beds in the harbor. When 
our children swallow a bit of seawater, the hard fact is, because 
Mattapoisett Neck does not have a sewer system, they ingest the 
viruses and bacteria that come from our sick neighbors and, if 
they ingest enough, they will be sick the next day also.

To the Editor: 

To the people of Mattapoisett Neck who are asking, 
''Why do we need a sewer?'' the answer is really very simple: 
Our existing septic systems are continuing to pollute the Matta- 
poisett River, our harbor, and Buzzards Bay as well as threaten- 
ing the safety of the water we, our children and our neighbors 
consume every single day. 

The overall health of these bodies of water continues to 
decline every year. It has been proven that failing septic sys- 
tems are the number one cause of this persistent pollution. As 
recently as this past week, many local beaches were closed as a 
result of high bacteria counts after heavy rains. How ironic that 
those beach closures were listed in the same publications as a 
letter to the editor strongly opposing the sewer expansion? How 
many times and in how many different areas of Mattapoisett 
has shellfishing been closed due to septic runoff? It is no secret 
that we have a continuing problem here and denying it will not 
make it go away. 

The current Title V regulations were put in place to 
prevent this type of pollution. Any property in Massachusetts 
changing ownership requires a certified inspection and upgrad- 
ing of failed systems within two years. Many of these systems 
will require expensive renovations to pass, and still others are 
destined to become tight tanks, requiring frequent, expensive

and inconvenient pumping. As the technology of wastewater 
treatment evolves, more efficient and more expensive systems 
might be required by Title V. 

It has been pointed out that the cost of the Matta- 
poisett Neck sewer expansion project has doubled in five years. 
What has not been so prominently discussed is that the cost of 
privately-maintained septic systems has also increased signifi- 
cantly over time. What might the cost be of replacing your sys- 
tem in another five or ten years? It is quite conceivable that the 
DEP would, in a future response to the continuing prevalence 
of septic-generated pollution in the Bay, set a deadline for Title 
V compliance for all neighboring communities. Imagine if you 
were told that everyone would have to comply within two years 
to the new, more expensive standards! 

The sewer expansion project offers us the opportunity

to do what five or six other areas of Mattapoisett have wisely 
chosen to do before us, and by overwhelming margins. We must 
accept responsibility for our contribution to the pollution of our 
home waters and take this critical step to prevent further foul- 
ing of our river, our harbor, our bay and our drinking water by 
our own wastewater, detergents and household chemicals. This 
is our one shot at securing the last remaining sewer capacity 
owned by the town. We won't have a second opportunity. 

Another belief that has prevented some from support- 
ing the sewer project is that it will cause unprecedented growth 
on the Neck, and that virtually every undeveloped lot will soon 
have a house on it. This is simply not true. The facts show that 
in other areas of town where sewers have been constructed, little 
new home growth has occurred. According to our Building In- 
spector, from 1995 to 2008, the number of permits for new dwell- 
ings has been consistent at 23-25 per year, if the Route 6 condos 
and the Bay Club are excluded, despite the installation of sewers 
in many areas of town. The Board of Health agent has estimated 
that there have been only five or six new houses allowed to be 
built as a result of sewer installation during this entire period. 

Instead, areas which have installed sewers have seen 
a marked increase in the number of building permits issued for 
remodeling of existing homes because those renovations would 
have triggered Title V inspections and presumably failures 
prior to the sewer. The results have yielded nicer properties and 
increased tax revenues to the town. Even with the sewer, these 
remodelings still have to comply with the current zoning and 
conservation regulations that prevent them from being exces- 
sive. If you don't believe this, I urge you to take a ride through 
Crescent Beach, Brandt Beach, or Pease's Point, and see if you 
think these neighborhoods look different. Ask the people that

live there how the sewer has affected them, and if their lives and 
properties are better or worse as a result. Let the facts and his- 
tory help you decide, and not the baseless ''what if s'' we are all 
reading about in the press. 

If you are concerned regarding further development of 
land on Mattapoisett Neck, consider this: the sewer project will 
actually make development of our beautiful stretch of land and 
sea more difficult, rather than easier. With the sewer, each lot of 
buildable size or larger gets only one hookup stub, regardless of 
size. Without the sewer system, as is currently the case, a large 
parcel can be subdivided into multiple lots of buildable size, 
each with its own septic system. The installation of the sewer 
will actually reduce the number of potentially buildable lots, not 
increase them. 

Economically this project also makes sense. It allows

us the opportunity to completely turn our wastewater disposal 
probleras and concerns over to the town. Mattapoisett is offering 
low-interest borrowing, and the town will be solely responsible 
for the future care and maintenance of the system. The current 
alternative of a Title V system is costly in itself, and requires per- 
mitting, engineering and construction costs, as well as expensive 
periodic maintenance costs. There are no low-interest loans to 
finance it, and it has a limited life span of about 20 years. At any 
time the DEP could propose a new standard; it's not unreason- 
able to think that Title VI might render a Title V system obsolete 
and again require an upgrade to the new standard. How about 
Title VII or Title VIII? Not only is the sewer a more effective end 
result, it will ultimately cost less and solve this problem forever. 

There are many people that have already been forced 
to spend a lot of money on Title V systems and there are many 
others that might be fortunate to have enough land to construct 
a modern Title V system for less than the projected betterment 
costs. Those people feel like they're already doing their part in 
this problem. But they are a minority and must recognize that 
their neighbor's failing system has just as much impact on their 
drinking water, not to mention the health of the Bay, as their 
own. But what about the hundreds of other houses that only 
have the option of a sewer or a tight tank? I doubt if there is 
even one person with a tight tank that doesn't want the sewer. 
How much more money will be spent needlessly on Title V sys- 
tems before the area has a sewer system that truly addresses this 
problem? 

Please look at this project on a broader scale than just 
your own personal situation. Don't take the position that this is 
someone else's problem because your system works fine. The 
river, harbor and bay belong to all of us. They are a primary 
reason our area is such a desirable place to live, and why "Mat- 
tapoisett is Special." 

We need to protect the beautiful place we call home, 
and this sewer project will go a long way in doing just that.

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Babylon A.D. Starring Vin Diesel and Michelle Yeoh. Di- 
rected by Mathieu Kassovitz.

There's not much I can do about Babylon A.D. except to advise 
you not to see it until there's an uncut DVD, if even then. Anyone 
who cares about this Euro-scented, nonsensical movie has heard 
by now that it's a mess, and that the blame should not be laid at 
the feet of star Vin Diesel or director Matthieu Kassovitz. Regard- 
less, the version that's in theaters is the version that the meddling 
studio, 20th Century-Fox, expects you to pay to see. As it stands, 
watching it is like trying to take in a late-night double feature of 
The Fifth Element and Children of Men while nodding off every ten 
minutes. 

The film begins promisingly: disgruntled mercenary Toorop 
(Diesel) slouching through a rainy gun marketplace and clobber- 
ing some poor sap who sold him a bum weapon. We're in The 
Future, Sometime, and Toorop gets tapped to escort mysterious 
young woman Aurora (Melanie Thierry) to America along with 
her protector. Sister Rebeka (Michelle Yeoh). Why? Aurora is car- 
rying something in her body; it could be the salvation or the doom 
of mankind. Based (loosely, I suspect) on a French sci-fi novel, the 
film takes the trio all over the globe without seeming to move. Bad 
men are after them, commanded by someone named the High 
Priestess, played by Charlotte Rampling, who has played high 
priestesses one way or another throughout her career and finally 
gets to be one officially. Her brief scene with Gerard Depardieu, 
though brief and conducted via video screens, will be good news 
for fans of art-house fare; it seems impossible, though, that this is 
indeed the first film in which both have appeared. 



Word around the campfire is that Fox ordered Babylon A.D. 
trimmed by fifteen minutes to avoid an R rating. Who recut it, 
Stevie Wonder? The action sequences set a new standard for 
incoherence — at no point do we understand or even clearly 
see what's happening, a disappointment for Michelle Yeoh fans 
looking forward to watching her show her stuff. It would take a 
committee of devout logicians to make sense of what's left of the 
plot; much more than fifteen minutes seem to be missing, since 
the film proceeds in an almost non-sequitur fashion. (And people 
say David Lynch movies are confusing?) The annoyed director 
has complained in the press about what the studio did to his 
baby, though his name is still on the film and, one assumes, his 
paycheck. 

The suspicion arises that Babylon A.D. was never going to make 
much sense or to be much good. Matthieu Kassovitz is on record, 
but I'd like to hear from his credited cowriters, Eric Besnard and 
Joseph Simas, or from one of the many executive producers. I'd 
like to read the panicked memos written when the film reportedly 
went well north of its budget and its schedule. I'd like to see the 
international cut, which supposedly runs 101 minutes. Mostly, I'd 
like my 90 minutes back.

Fort Phoenix Emcampment 

Two-hundred and thirty years ago, during the 
Revolutionary War, the British attacked the villages on 
the Acushnet River with about 4,000 troops landed from 
36 transport ships. During the raid houses, ships and 
business places in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven 
were ransacked and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point in 
Fairhaven, now called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed by 
British troops. It took years for the local waterfront indus- 
tries to recover from the raid of September 5 and 6, 1778. 

On Saturday and Sunday, September 6 and 7, 
members of the Fairhaven Village Militia and will once

encampment at Fort Phoenix. Men, women and children 
dressed in period clothing will reenact life in 1778 and 
talk about the history of the fort. They will also be demon- 
strating campfire cooking, fire starting with flint and steel, 
musket ball casting, military drilling, loading and firing 
flintlock muskets and rifles, spinning wool and more. 
Visitors may try their hand at tomahawk throwing and 
children's games of the period. 

One of the highlights of the weekend will be the 
firing of the fort's five cannons, scheduled for dusk, about 
7:00 pm on Saturday. When fired near sundown, the can- 
nons' plumes of flames and smoke make a spectacular 
sight. 

The Fairhaven Village Militia, which is sponsor- 
ing the event along with the Fairhaven Office of Tourism, 
is made up of about a 25 members who are on duty at 
Fort Phoenix during the summer to pass along its unique 
history. The group's commander, Ellsworth Sylvaria Jr., 
is a descendant of Bartholomew West, whose home was 
burned by the British in 1778. Members Charles Crom- 
well and Wayne Oliveira were originally members of the 
Fourth Old Dartmouth Militia group that was started by 
the late Donald R. Bernard before the nation's Bicenten- 
nial. Other members have served as volunteer guides at 
the fort for the Office of Tourism. Members range in age 
from eight years to seventy-something.
